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You  ■orooa'bly  know  ths.t  it  is  illegal  to  ship  from  one  State  to  another 
foods  or  drugs  which  are  adulterated,  mishranded,  or  un7?l:olesome.  Sover-mnent 
inspectors  are  constantly  on  the  watch  for  violations  of  the  pure  food  law. 
The  federal  Food  and  Dr-ug  Adxainistration  continuausly  maintains  a  n?/i:ion- 
wide  suoervision  over  interstate  shipments  of  all  poultry  products,  ooth 
dressed  and  canned. 

Canned  uotiltry  products  are  comparatively  new.    Only  within  recent  jq-^.v^ 
has  it  heen  riossihle  for  the  city  housewife  to  go  to  the  store  and  "buy,  in 
can  or  hottle,  half  a  chicken,  a  whole  chicken,  chicken  chow  mein,  chicken 
meat,  chicken  broth,  deviled  chicken,  chicken  a  la  King,  and  a  nuiihor  of 
other  chicken  products.    The  chicken-packing  industry  is  gro\7ir.g  fast. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  keenly  interested  in  this  growing  industr;'. 
Officials  from  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  .are  const-^jitly  on  duty,  in- 
specting the  canned  chicken  products,  and  doing  all  they  can  to  see  that 
you  and  I  got  pure  and  #iole  foods  for  our  ta'oles. 

The  Bm-eau  of  Agricultural  Sconomics,  an  important  Bureau  in  the  De  partment 
of  Agriculture,  has  drawn  up  a  set  of  minim-um,,  re  qui  rement  s  as  to  the  wholo- 
soraeness  of  such  products.     TOaen  a  packer  complies  with  the  goverrjnent ' s 
regulations,  he  is  allowed  to  print  these  vrords  on  the  label  of  his  "•Product: 
Ins'ooctcd  and  Certified  by  the  Bureau  of  Ai^:ri cultural  Sconomics.  United 
States  Deioartmont  of  Agriculture. 

These  v;ords  on  the  label  are  a  guarantee  that  the  chicken  used  in  the  ::aanu- 
f acturc  of  the  canned  product  \7as  carefully  inspected  under  fodcr.al  super- 
vision.   Do  you  know  what  that  means?    The  Packer  or  manufacf -orer  whoso 
chicken  iproducts  arc  labeled  with  those  words  has  a  trained  vetorinari-?,n, 
right  in  his  factory.    This  veterinarian  inspects  every  birdj  for  signs  of 
disease.    Any  birds  found  unfit  for  food  arc  destroyed.     I       becoming  more 
and  more  convinced  of  the  vast  importance  of  reading  labels. 

The  Yotor.an  Inspector  showed  me  a  list  of  more  than  a  dozen  pa.cking  -ilsnts 
which  have  this  Federal  inspection  service.     The  next  time  I  buy  canned 
chicken  I'm  going  to  read  the  label,  and  see  whether  it  contains  these  iiT.- 
portant  v/ords:     Inspected  and  Certified  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Sconomics,  United  States  De-par tment  of  Agriculture.  If  these  words  are  on 
the  label,  I  know  it  will  be  perfectly  safe  to  use  the  chicken. 

IToiar/  let^s  return  to  the  recipe  for  Chicken  a  la  King.    The  Food  and  Dru^; 
Administration  wants  to  see  that  you  and  I  and  thousands  of  other  women  buy 
only  ■rare,  v/holesome  products.     The  Veteran  Inspector  told  me  how  vre  can 
help  the  Administration,  and  I'll  tell  you  how.  Take  Chidcen  a  la  Kin^;,  for 
instance,     l^hat  i^  Chicken  a  la  King?    Chicken,  and  cream,  and  mushrooms. 
Correct.    But  how  much  chicken?    Five  Toer  cjnt?    Ten  iper  cent"  Twenty-five 
per  cent?    Different  packers  put  different  ^i-'-^anti es  of  chick'-n  in  bhoir 
Chicken  a  la  King. 
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The  Pood  rjid  Dr-ug  Administration  is  going  to  drav;  up  a  set  of  minimuiii 
rog-uirements  for  good  canned  Chicken  a  la  King.    So  let's  you  aiid  I  tell 
the  Adi-iini  strati  on  ho^7  much  chicken  we  thirik  is  a  good  proportion.  The 
Adaaini  strati  on  gets  along  very  nicely  with  its  staff  of  nion,  hut  you  notice 
that  '.yhen  it  comes  to  recipes,  we  women  h.ave  to  help  out.    You  pro'oahly 
have  a  favorite  recipe  for  chicken  a  la  King.     If  you  will  send  it  to  mo, 
I'll  give  it  to  the  Veteran  Inspector.    He  will  send  all  these  prize  reci;.,'e 
to  his  friends  in  the  Pood  and  Drug  Administration  in  ITashington,  D.  C. 
They  will  study  the  recipes,  and  use  them  in  drp.wing  up  a  set  of  minm-um 
roquireaients  for  good  canned  Chicken  a  la  King.  Perhaps  youf  rocixjc  will 
"become  the  government  standard,  of  excellence  for  Chicken  a  la  King.  At 
any  rate,  wo  can  help  out  consido.rahly  by  sending  in  our  recipes.     I  tha:ic 
you  kindly.
